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— GOVERNMENT ATTACKS VOA AMHARIC: 

THE TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT OF ETHIOFIA (TGE) HAS 
OFFICIALLY STATED ITS BELIEF THAT TAFESSE KIFLE . THE 
STRINGER IN ADDIS ABABA FOR VOICE OF AMERICA' S AMHARIC 
BROADCAST, ENGAGED IN IMPROPER ACTIVITIES IN RELATION TO 
THE RECENTLY CONCLUDED "PEACE AND RECONCILIATION 
CONFERENCE." THE TGE CHARGED THAT KIFLE ORCHESTRATED HIS 
COVERAGE OF THE CONFERENCE WITH THE CONFERENCE ORGANIZERS.

ISAIAS BLASTS SUDANESE GOVERNMENT FOR SUPPORTING 
ATTACKS : 

ERITREAN PRESIDENT ISAIAS AFWERKI PUBLICLY ATTACKED THE 
GOVERNMENT OF SUDAN FOR SUPPORTING THE "ERITREAN ISLAMIC 
JIHAD." AN ORGANIZATION THAT HAS MADE SEVERAL INCURSIONS 
INTO ERITREA FROM SUDAN. (ONE SUCH EFFORT ENDED DEC. 16 
IN THE KILLING OF SEVERAL JIHAD MEMBERS. INCLUDING SOME 
NON -ERITREANS. BY ERITREAN MILITARY FORCES.) IN A MEETING 
WITH THE ASMARA DIPLOMATIC CORPS ISAIAS EXPRESSED 
PARTICULAR CONCERN FOR ERITREAN REFUGEES IN SUDAN , WHO ARE 
BEING FORCIBLY ENROLLED IN THE EIJ OR THE SUDANESE POPULAR 
DEFENSE FORCE (PDF) . ISAIAS STATED THAT THE ERITREAN 
GOVERNMENT COULD MANAGE ANY THREAT POSED BY THE EIJ BUT 
THAT THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY HAS A RESPONSIBILITY FOR

--GUINEA ELECTION RESULTS: 

ON JANUARY 4, AS MOST POLITICAL OBSERVERS HAD EXPECTED, 
THE SUPREME COURT ANNOUNCED DEFINITIVE DECEMBER 19 
ELECTION RESULTS, GIVING LANSANA CONTE A FIRST ROUND 
VICTORY WITH 51.7 PERCENT OF THE VALID VOTES CAST. AS 
REQUESTED BY CONTE. THE COURT ANNULLED THE RESULTS OF TWO 
OPPOSITION STRONGHOLDS BUT REJECTED PETITIONS FROM 
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OPPOSITION CANDIDATES TO ANNUL THE ELECTION AND HOLD A NEW 
ONE. SECURITY FORCES FIRED INTO THE AIR IN CONAKRY AFTER 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT; BUT THE CITY IS NOW CALM, AND ALL 
AMERICANS ARE REPORTED SAFE.

— TALK WITH NEW FOREIGN MINISTER: 

THE AMBASSADOR' S COURTESY CALL ON NEW MAURITANIAN FOREIGN 
MINISTER MOHAMED SALEM OULD LEKHAL PRODUCED NO SURPRISES 
BUT A FEW ITEMS OF INTEREST. THERE ARE NO GIRM 
ARRANGEMENTS WITH THE UN FOR REGISTERING SAHRAWI VOTERS 
FOR THE WESTERN SAHARA REFERENDUM BUT THE GIRM PLANS TO 
INTENSIFY BILATERAL. MINISTERIAL LEVEL MEETINGS WITH

— PS CONGRESS UNCERTAIN: 

GRIPPED BY A SERIES OF INTRA-PARTY DISPUTES , THE DATE FOR 
RULING SOCIALIST PARTY'S (PS) ALL-IMPORTANT NATIONAL 
CONGRESS APPEARS TO BE SLIPPING. IT WAS ORIGINALLY SET 
FOR MID-DECEMBER, THEN POSTPONED TO "SOMETIME" IN EARLY 
JANUARY AND MAY NOW OCCUR IN THE SPRING. FOREIGN 
MINISTER NIASSE TOLD THE AMBASSADOR THAT PRESIDENT DIOUF 
WILL LIKELY CONTINUE AS PS SECRETARY GENERAL UNDER THE 
CIRCUMSTANCES, BUT THE FATE OF THE INCREASINGLY UNPOFULAR 
PRIME MINISTER HABIB THIAM REMAINS CLOUDY. 

--SENEGAL AND ISRAEL: 

SENEGAL MAY BE INCHING CLOSER TO SOME LIMITED FORM OF 
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RECOGNITION OF ISRAEL. ON NEW YEAR’S EVE, FOREIGN 
MINISTER NIASSE TOLD THE AMBASSADOR THAT HE HAD RECEIVED 
ISRAELI PRIME MINISTER PERES' PERSONAL EMISSARY A COUPLE 
OF WEEK AGO TO DISCUSS SOME FORM OF OFFICIAL 
REPRESENTATION, BUT THE UNPUBLICIZED MEETING WAS 
INCONCLUSIVE. NIASSE STRESSED THAT ANY MOVEMENT ON 
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RECOGNITION DEPENDED ON PROGRESS IN IMPLEMENTING THE 
GAZA- JERICHO AGREEMENT. THE CONCERN RAISED BY PLO CHAIRMAN 
ARAFAT DURING A MID-NOVEMBER, DAKAR VISIT. 

TOGO 

— FIGHTING IN LOME AS GOVERNMENT REPELS ATTACK: 

SEVERAL SITES IN LOME, INCLUDING THE MAIN MILITARY CAMP, 
WERE ATTACKED BEGINNING EARLY EVENING. JANUARY 5, BY 
PRESUMED OPPONENTS OF THE EYADEMA REGIME. PRESIDENT 
EYADEMA.S OFFICIAL VEHICLE WAS ONE OF THE ATTACKERS' 
TARGETS THOUGH THE PRESIDENT WAS NOT IN THE VEHICLE AND 
WAS UNHARMED. THE GOVERNMENT SUCCESSFULLY REPELLED THE 
ATTACK AND CONTINUED TO PURSUE ATTACKERS OVER THE NEXT 
THIRTY SIX HOURS. MANY WERE BELIEVED TO HAVE ESCAPED 
ACROSS THE GHANA BORDER. WHERE THE GOVERNMENT CLAIMS THE 
ATTACK ORIGINATED WITH RESULTING HEAVY FIRING ALONG THE 
BORDER AND IN ITS SURROUNDING NEIGHBORHOODS. BASED ON 
REPORTS THAT SOME ATTACKERS MAY HAVE TAKEN REFUGE IN 
PRIVATE HOMES IN LOME, SECURITY FORCE PATROLS CONDUCTED 
HOUSE TO HOUSE SEARCHES THROUGHOUT JANUARY 6. CASUALTY 
FIGURES ARE STILL BEING GATHERED BUT GOVERNMENT SOURCES 
REPORTED THIRTY DEAD, INCLUDING TWENTY ATTACKERS AND SOME 
CIVILIANS. ALL AMERICAN CITIZENS ARE SAFE. 

— ELECTIONS POSTPONED: 

IN A MOVE WHICH THE GOVERNMENT SAID HAD NOTHING TO DO WITH 
THE JANUARY 5 ATTACK, THE TOGOLESE ELECTORAL COMMISSION 
ANNOUNCED THAT THE FIRST ROUND OF LEGISLATIVE ELECTIONS 
WOULD BE DELAYED FOR TWO WEEKS UNTIL FEBRUARY 6 TO ALLOW 
ADDITIONAL TIME FOR OFFICIALS TO MAKE NECESSARY TECHNICAL 
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ARRANGEMENTS. THE CAMPAIGN PERIOD. SCHEDULED TO BEGIN JAN 
7 WILL ALSO SLIP TWO WEEKS. MEANWHILE FRENCH AND 
BURKINABE MILITARY OBSERVERS ARRIVED TO PROVIDE PROMISED 
MONITORING OF THE ENCAMPMENT OF THE MILITARY DURING THE 
ELECTIONS. IT IS TOO EARLY TO KNOW WHAT EFFECT, IF ANY, 
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THE JANUARY 5 ATTACK WILL HAVE ON THE PLANNING AND CONDUCT 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE ELECTIONS.
